So many
housewives put off the buying of thesi
for so long that they do not got to mar-
ket until the goods are in great demand
and quoted hlnh up. This has always
been the cnop, say the green grocers, and
it will be mora so this year.

The opening was wild and for
a tlmo threatened to stampede the trade
again, but the highest prices wcro ob-

tained In the first burst of cnthUBlaBin.
Later newp was mollfylng, while a lack
of buying orders became a pronounced
feature of the mnrkct.

Advices from Winnipeg that the crop
damage reports from there were grossly
exaggerated seemed to find approval.
There was a paucity of domestic damage
reports from the Northwest. The ab-
sorbing powers of the market wero not
equal to tho task Imposed by the dump-
ing of largo holdings- - Sharp declines In
all deliveries resulted, September selling

down to $1.0S"i nnd December to $1.03V.
The cloae showed a partial recovery, of
the loss, the cause of tho reaction being
covering at the bottom prices, but tho
Hnal tone was weak. September finished
at $1.09 and December at $1.11.

The quantity of Hour and wheat on
passngc during the week Increased 15G.0fO
bushels. Clearances were ooupX to 1C1.0CO
bushels. Primary receipts were 377.GCO
bu&hcls. against 572.400 bushels a year
ago. Minneapolis. DulutU nnd Chicago
reported receipts of 373 cars, compared
with 331 Inat week and 570 a year ago.

Corn started, as did wheat, under the
Influence of the fear of a frost. Like
wheat, corn also recovered from tho
scare, thore being a prediction of rising
temperatures for tomorrow. September
Hold ilown to 55c. but rallied under free
covering at the decline nnd closed firm
at 54 c December declined to 52c. clos-
ing at 53c. Local receipts were 441 cars,
of which i2 cars were of contract grade

Business In the oats market wa.i mod-
erate In volume. September opened nt
S4UC, an advance of hie. sold at 3176c and
closed nt 33c. Liberal receipts con-
tributed to the cn3icr demand.
